Good day Everybody, 


I have set the G133F receiver aside for a while because it needs some basic 
clean-up work, and am now working to check out a Hallicrafters RBK-16. 
Hopefully, the RBK-16 will work fairly easily so that I can get back to the 
G133F. 


I have two Hallicrafters S-27's in my collection, and this RBK-16 is a 
little different from them. I also looked at the manual for the 
Hallicrafters S-36A, and this RBK-16 is a little different from the S-36A. 
This RBK-16 does not have the antenna terminals, but instead ( in their 
place ) it has a PL-259 connector mounted on a square of circuit board that 
is labeled " Panoramic Adapter ". There is a piece of wire hanging from the 
back of the chassis that is soldered to a lug on the rear wafer of the band 
switch. I am guessing that this is a makeshift antenna, and I will try to 
figure out if there is some useable antenna connection that comes from the 
Panoramic Adapter plug. 


The AC power cord and audio output ( 600 ohm only ) each use a mil 
connector. These two mil connectors are mounted on a bolt-on metal panel 
located where the audio output terminals would be located on a S-36A. I 
have a power cord with the mil connector, so the power cord is no problem. 
For the audio, I can use some tiny pin connectors to attach the speaker 
wires. With the add-on panels on this receiver, it looks like I could 
remove the panels and take parts from an S-27 to make this RBK just like a 
civilian S-36A.
